DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 8 and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose or suggest the lower half of the peripheral wall being screw-fitted on the neck 
portion of the laminated container body and an inward flange protruding from an 
intermediate portion of the peripheral wall, an inner circumference of the inward flange 
being continuously connected to the pump cylinder in a way that the pump cylinder 
extends upward from the inner circumference and a lower end portion of the shaft that 
expands radially outward to define an expanded cylinder is fitted vertically slidable 
within an upper half of the peripheral wall and a grooved stick extending downwardly 
from the pump cylinder and has a vertical groove, the shoulder portion for depressing 
that is formed between the expanded cylinder and other portions of the shaft excluding 
its lower portion, the stem being provided at its upper end portion with an outer flange 
for fitting to an inner surface of the expanded cylinder, and a spring for upwardly biasing 
the outer flange, the spring being between the outer flange and the inward flange. The 
best prior art of record appears to be the Shigeo reference see Office Action dated 
4/21/2008. The claims have not been rejected using prior art because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest the 
limitations disclosed above in combination with the elements of base claim 8.
